WASHINGTON (AP)—The Senate today passed a com- 
promise draft bill by voice vote after breaking an all-night 


filibuster. 


As it now stands—subject to House of Representatives’ 


approval—the measure would 


start drafting men aged 19 


through 25 for 21 months’ service, starting 90 days after 


final enactment.

In’ Mr. Duncan’s words: “We must learn to 
appreciate the unanswerable fact that the 
more we unload our responsibilities upon 
the state, the greater powers the state needs 
in ordér to carry these out, and we must 
also realize that any government which con- 
trols the livelihood of each individual soon 
finds itself in a_ position 
authority.” 

These are words of solemn warning 
which should be heeded by all those who 
value their personal freedom. It is not sug- 
gested that the processes of. government 
should return to the basic, fundamental 


services of the more primitive society found | 


in an earlier age. Modern group living has 
become too complicated for that, and gov- 
ernment must conform to changing needs. 
But ndency to place more and more 
sesponsibity on government to direct and 
control the routine actions of our daily lives 
must be balanced by the knowledge that we 
are paying for it. For each responsibility, 
as Mr. Duncan points out, the state must 
be given greater power in order to dis- 
charge it. Statedirected security is bought 
with freedom. Let us not pay too high a 
price for it.

FLOODS IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 

and adjacent areas of the United States 
haye been described in thousands of news- 
paper words. For several weeks the story 
of the rampaging rivers was headline news, 
and rightly so. The accounts of the dangers, 
the efforts to overcome them, the human 
interest tales of refugees, the estimates of 
the damage and the work of organized relief 
produced news “copy” which. filled lo¢al 
papers and gained attention throughout 
Canada. Although the damage ran into 
millions of dollars, the death list fortunately 
~weeziow,- Sut-many were made homeless. 

These facts and thé publicity which they 
were given are recalled today because of 
a news item received on The Canadian Press 
teletype. Compared with the voluminous 
wordage given our own flood it was brief 
to the point of terseness. It read: “Three 
hundred persons were reported dead and 
thousands ‘homeless today as flood waters 
fnundated Taishan County, about 70 miles 
southwest of here.’ It was datelined Can. 
ton, China. 

The victims of the Chinese river were 
human beings, just as were the victims 
of the Fraser and the Columbia, But what 
a difference a few thousand miles of ocean 
make in the impact of tragedy and the news 
value of the words used to describe it.

1. People between 18 and 21 
years are entitled to vote for the 
first time iX a general election 
They may also run for the Legis 
lature. 

2. Civil servants may partici

3. The political affiliation of a 
candidate is marked on the ballot 
paper 

Already 18-year-olds have voted 
in three by-elections in. Saskat 
chewan under the amending legis 
lation which came into operation 
in 1945. They were given the 
right to run for the Legislature 
at the last sessiow and it is esti- 
mated nearly 530,000 will be 
eligible to vote.

READ BOOK THROUGH 

The incident reveals the rich 
quality of that story in the Bible, 
called the Book of Esther. To 
yet the fulfeffect of the literary 
and spiritual quality, and the 
striking contrasts, the Book must 
be read as a whole 

The story is eastern and an 
cierit in its setting and in some 
of its details,. but very. under 
standable and modern in the 
light—or one should say the dark 
ness—-of the persecution and de 
struction of Jewish people in our 
own time 

Back in the days of King Aha 
suerus, a Hitler-like courtier 
named Haman sought to destroy 
the Jews by assuring the king 
that there were in his realm 
people who were disloyal. He did 
not name them, but the king 
gave him blanket authority to de 
stroy the supposedly disloyal ele 
ments. 

Here is where Esther comes 'n 
Queen Vashti had displeased the 
king by disobeying his demand 
to display her- beauty before his 
companions, Esther then 
chosen from many maidens to 
become the king's favorite

Zelter bought a bunch of manus- 
cript paper at an auction of the 
goods of a deceased cheese- 
monger. Sometime ater, his 
pupil, Felix Mendelssohn, looking 
through music for paper to jot 
down some musical ideas of his 
own, came upon the bundle and 
on opening it discovered a 
lengthy composition from ~ the 
pen of Johann Sebastian Bach 


Bach at that-.time was seldom 
performed but Zelter admired 
him and consequently cherished 
the MS. He made some changes 
in some of the vocal parts and 
decided to have the work per 
formed. This wag a contributing 
factor in the popularizing of 
Bach's music for the church, but

Today's conventions have more 
than 1,000 delegates, 1,000 alter 
nates 1,000 sergeant-at-arms, 
ushers and other minor officials, 
a press corps of more than 1,000 

and an audience of near 10,000 
to watch them all go crazy and 
if necessary, go along 

In the 1830's the young Demo 
cratic- Republican founded 
by Thomas Jefferson adopted*the 
convention idea. Andrew Jackson 
Was president then. He. wanted 
Martin Van Buren as his vice 
president, So Jackson's “kitchen 
cabinet” planned: the Baltimore 
convention of 1832. Each state 
was given the same number of 
delegates-as_its présidential elec 
tors—one ‘for every Congressman 
and Senator. These delegates 
were chosen by state’party cau 
cuses or by Congressional, dele- 
gations. There was no rule or 
system, The whole business was 
jerry-built and it “just growed.” 

T WAS AT THIS 1832 conven 

uuon, that party 
which was to become the Demo 
cratic party of today first 
adopted the “two-thirds rule” and 
the “unit rule.” The unit--rule 
required each state delegation 
t6 vote in a bloc, casting all 
their votes for one candidate 
receiving a majority in his dele 
gation. In other. words the déle 
gates did not vote as individuals. 

Trk. two-thirds rule 
that a candidate must 
two-hirds or more of all 
east,. to be nominated 
rules have plagued the _Demo- 
cratic. party ever since, though 
they have been set aside by some 
states and in some conventions. 

At the 1860 Republican conven- 
tion, held at “The Wigwam” in 
Chicago, Lincoln was nominated 
and whoop-la and ballyhoo were 
introduced. 

The Wigwam was a specially 
built, big' frame barn that cost 
$7,000 to build. For the first time. 
it. provided seats for the general 
public. The crowd outnumbered 
the delegates five to one. Once, 
when the rival William H. Sew- 
ard forces were out parading, the 
Lincoln followers filled every 
seat in the hall. Convention 
trickery began with that. 

An eye-witness at this conven 
tion wrote: “The uproar was be- 
yond description. I thought the 
Seward yell could not be sur. 
passed, but the Lincoln - boys 
were clearly ahead, and, feeling 
their victory, as there was a lull 
In the storm, they took deep 
breaths all around and then gave 
a concentrated shriek that: was 
positively awful, and accom- 
panied with a stamping that 
made every plank and pillar in! 
the bullding quiver.”

There have been six Republican 
dark horses chosen! this way, 
First was Winfield Scott; nomi- 
nated by. the Whigs after 53 
ballots in 1852.

James A. Garfield 
after 30 ballots in 1880, defeating 
General Grant.

The Democrats have had five 
dark horses: James’ K. Polk 
named on the ninth ballot in 
1844. Franklin Pierce after 49 
ballots in 1852, Horatio Seymour 
after 22 in 1868, William Jennings 
Bryan after five in 1896, and 
John W. Davis after 103 ballots in 
1924, This_is the all-time record, 

“On the average it has taken 
| the Democrats about 15 ballots 
to pick a candidate, the Republi- . 
cans only five. In eight hard 
fights the Republicans averaged 
10 ballots, the Democrats in their 
seven worst battles averaging 42, 
When the Presidential candi- 
date- is nominated, then this 
same process if gone through to 
name a_ vice-presidential candi- 
date.

VICTORIA, LIKE every other

But still the accident rate 
climbs, due principally to the 
loose nut behind the wheel which 
no one yet has found any way of 
controlling. 


I OST ACCIDENTS are caused 

by excessive speed, burst- 
ing - through stop signs, road- 
hogs, the Joe with a drink too 
many, the old alibi “I had the 
right of way” or failure to give 
the proper hand signal. 

The simple way’out of the 
traffic problem would be for 
everybody to realize that the few 
minutes or seconds they save 
trying to. get somewhere in a 
hurry don’t really matter much.

Bats’ Eyes and Moving Clouds

“Are bats blind? Do clouds 
really move, or is it the earth's 
rotation that makes them look 
as if they aré moving?” 

There is an old saying, “as 
blind as a bat,”*but a miistake 
is to be found in those words 
Bats have eyes, and can see 
Bright sunshine may dazzle them 
so they can see very little, but 
in twilight and in starlight they 
can sée better than people. Their 
food is-made up chiefly of in 
setts, and often they capture in- 
sects on the wing; sharp eyes are 
needed to do that. 

Most bats fly about only after 
sunset and before sunrise. In the 
daytime they rest, clutching an 
object with their flaws amd hang- 
ing head downward.

the soil surface stirred. By just 
scratching, cultivating or hoging 
the soil surface, it-is possible to 
prevent more than 20 per cent of 
the moisture from evaporating 

The continuous and proper use 
of the hose can do much to add to 
the effectiveness of the natural 
soil moisture; but if the top crust 
of the ground becomes caked 
hard and cracked, very rapid 
evaporation takes place.

How To Help Seeds Grow | 
In Hot, Dry Weather

AMATEUR gardeners who fail 
with summer sowings of 
short harvest. vegetables, and 
must go without them the 
late summer ‘and fall, have no 
one to blame but themselves. 
The usual excuse for failure is 
the weather. Hot. weather pre- 
vented.germination, they say, or 
the sun burned up the seedlings 
This does happen when seed is 
sown with no more than 
in the cool, moist days of spring 
But a few simple precautions can 
easily remove the danger from 
the heat. 


First, make drills a . little 
deeper than you do in the spring; 
and soak the soil thoroughly by | 
runtiing the hose in the drill. 
‘Then cover the seed with soil so 
porous that it cannot be baked 
( a crust, or compacted by)

Loamy gardens with plenty of 
sand may not need a special soll 
for this summer. covering; but 
where there is any doubt, pre- 
pare it by mixing peat moss, or 
some other form of humus, half 
and half with sand. Peat moss 
or sand. alone can be used, but 
the ‘mixture is preferable. Cover 
the seed with this, water well 
and keep moist until the seeds 
sprout. 

This may require that the row 
be shaded, until the seeds sprout. 
A light mulch of dried grass clip- 
pings, straw, or sawdust; strips 
of burlap, or a canopy of narrow 
boards, held an inch above the 
soil by blocks which allow air to 
circulate freely, will provide the 
shade. This helps keep moisture 
in the soil,’and lowers the tem- 
perature somewhat.
